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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 12-21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group II, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made in the reply filed on May 14, 2004. 



Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as " means " and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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3. Claims 1,10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tokuyasu et al (6,199,534). 

Tokuyasu et al teach a bulkhead for dividing an intake port into a first passage 
and a second passage, an opening degree control valve 7 and a driving means 
8M for operating the opening angle control valve. 

4. Claims 1,10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Fujieda et al (6,634,333). 

Fujieda et al teach a bulkhead 10 for dividing an intake port into a first passage 
and a second passage, an opening degree control valve (11,12) and a driving 
means,M for operating the opening angle control valve. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Tokuyasu et al (6,199,534) or 
Fujieda et al (6,634,333). 
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To make the inlet-facing end or outlet-facing end of the bulkhead having a slant 
surface would have been an obvious matter of design choice in order to vary the 
flow of the intake air. 

6. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15.
